DIRECT AND INDIRECT METH 


OOt OF MORAL INSTRUCTION.

The child lives in a world that is 


distinctly different from that of the 
adult. The older person has had ex- 
perience ; the child has had little. The 
oWer person has been achieving per- 
sonality; the child has had little op- 
portunity for that. The older person 
sees things in the light of their con- 
sequences; the child is innocent and 
does not look very far ahead. The 
child i* full of life and emotion which 
rush into any channel for an outlet. 
Yet he is a potential personality, for 
he has epitomized in him the whole 
of 
humanity. Education 
seeks to 


mould that becoming personality. 
Whatever may be our theological 
ideas about total depravity modern 
education forms us to admit that no 
person is totally depraved. 
The 


chHd is non-moral." 
His education 


'-wiH either make him moral or im- 
moral. If he is given free sway to 
all desires and emotions, the chances 
are that he will become immoral If 
his desires and emotions are put in a 
vise, his character is killed. Whenever 
the vise is loosened he will likely give 
free sway to all that has been pen- 
ned up within him. Education seeks 
to mould the child that he may real- 
ize the highest that is in him. 
In 


as much as no man can live unto him- 
self without losing that for which 
the very words "man" and "man- 
hood" stand, education resolves itself 
says Dr. Coe, into being the "means 
of 
introducing young life to its 


proper place in the social organism." 


This task of achieving a character 


presents a great problem to the edu- 
cator. the teacher, the parent. They 
see that some children have handi- 
caps on others in character forma- 
tion, better blood, better homes, bet- 
ter culture, better advantages, yet

will propagate more evil desires and 
hence more evil deeds. If the teacher 
can fill the mind (conscious and sub- 
conscious) 
with 
none 
but good 


thoughts she will have done much 
toward the making of character. But 
this is an impossible task. 


This subconscious idea sounds very 


good for a theory, but "facts smile 
at theories." Too often the emotion 
simply glides away instead of wear- 
ing away. The pupil is in danger of 
delighting in the emotion only,—just 
as we do when we are at the theater. 
Dr. Straycr says, "Morality consists 
of habits of action; and there is no 
way to secure habits of action but by 
action." 
Moral action to-day leads 


to easier moral action 
tomorrow. 


But it does not necessarily follow 
that moral thoughts to-day lead to 
easier moral actions to-forrow. They 
may; they may not 1 In the language 
of Thorndyke, "Men become efficient 
and decent only by behaving effici- 
ently and decently. To work is the 
only cure for laziness; to give is the 
only cure for stinginess; to tell the 
truth is the only cure for lying." 
Knowing right does not necessarily 
mean doing rightly. 


If character means connection be- 


tween mental states and acts, and if 
moral instruction does not always 
make that connection, then moral in- 
struction alone cannot make a strong 
character. 


By this it is not meant that moral 


instruction never results in better 
conduct! Clarke tells of direct in- 
struction on the subject of goodwill 
being given in one of the New York 
schools so effectively that the parents 
noticed the change in their daugh- 
ter's conduct at home. The parent 
inquired and having found that direct 
moral lessons were being taught on 
goodwill asked that such lessons be 
continued.

truth. Lessons of obedience, kind- 
ness, self-control, courage, industry, 
etc., are to be considered and the 
rules for such conduct memorized. 


The Indirect Method would have 


no set period for the study of ethics 
but would utilize the material fur- 
nished by history, 
literature and 


other kindred subjects. 
It would 


make no direct reference to right and 
wrong, but would appeal to the feel- 
ings of the pupil by means of their 
play and environment, etc., thus hop- 
ing to bring out the same lessons of 
the Direct Method in games, in pun- 
ishment, in history, literature, folk- 
lore, mythology, manual training, in 
dramas and pageants, etc. 


But there are "points at issue," in 


these two methods. Let us think of 
some of them. Think first of the 
Direct Method. 


One of the points at issue in the 


making of strong children is that in 
this task, moral training is a more 
comprehensix-e term than moral n- 
struction. 
Moral training includes 


moral instruuction. Children in our 
public schools need to be instructed 
in order to be trained. Instruction 
is part of their training. 
Trainng 


means the doing of something that 
efficiency be gained. A child is not 
supposed to be able to do anything 
efficiently 
unless it is instructed. 


Training is being told how to do 
something and doing it; instruction is 
being told how. Moral training, then, 
would include both the Djrect and In- 
direct methods: while moral instruc- 


such involves more of the Di- 


to a certain truth — having a song. 
quotations, short poems and ques- 
tions 
culminating- 
in 
the central 


theme. — can be very advantageouslv 
used by the Direct Method. 
This 


may become wearisome to the child 
by becoming a task rather than a 
duty and pleasure. It has the value 
which lies behind the assertion that 
•'the first impression is the most last- 
ing." 


The Incidental Method. 
By far the best direct method is the 


incidental method. In its use there is 
no stated time for or form of in- 
struction. 
Whenever the occasion 


arises the teacher is to "take time 
out" and give a direct moral talk. 
This is just what the effective preach- 
er does when he treats a text,— he 
sees a point, clarifies it and does not 
let it go until he has drawn his moral 
lesson from it. Some happening in 
the school room, some current event 
or some point in the lesson may fur- 
nish material for the sermonette. The 
pupil's mind has been following a 
certain line of thought during the 
lesson and the teacher's moral talk 
is the climax of the whole lesson. 
Many of the text-books in our pub- 
lic schools lend themselves to this use 
of the direct method. Straycr gives 
utterance to the value of "the inci- 
dental method when he says that the 
time to give the precept concerning 
bravery is when bravery is demanded. 


Dictatorialncss in Instruction and 


Punishment. 


Another point which is at issue in 


the use of the direct method is pre- 
sented by the danger of the teacher 
becoming to dictatorial in her in- 
etrnctjon and punishment. Becoming 
too dictatorial i<= a irroat danger {"T- 
r-ecJallv when the recitation is not 
«ocratic.— tlie teacher doing all of the 
talking. In such a case the means 


the end desired: the method 


direct method. A child is all eyes, 
cars and muscle. 
He sees lots of 


things which he is not supposed to 
see,—he sees the 
actions of 
his 


teacher and parents and imitates 
them, for what they do is about 
right. They have become heroes to 
him. 
The child hears things he is 


not supposed to hear. He can hardly 
control himself enough to sit still 
five minutes; his muscles must get 
rid of their stored up energy. 


The use of these eyes, cars and 


muscles present an opportunity for 
indirect training. Let the 
teacher 


and parents, then ,watch their own 
conduct, for they are living exam- 
ples of what is right to the child. 
Then, too, let the room be decorated 
with pictures, etc., the very sight of 
which 
teaches 
a lesson. Let 
the 


school environment be conducive to 
instruction, for "clean light rooms go 
along with moral uprightness." 
In 


the use of a choice vocabulary, pro- 
per conversation, and good music the 
child hears sounds that are pleasing 
and good. In play the supra-abun- 
dant energy can be spent in games 
which teach perseverance, self-con- 
trol, courage in defeat and modesty 
in victory. "Learning to appreciate 
the art of joy" is the educational 
value 
of 
play. Manual 
training 


throws bodily energy into precision. 
All of these outlets are in sympathy 
with the very nature of the child. 
Then, too, children like to be leaders. 
Pupil government indirectly makes 
them intelligent citizens. In mythol- 
ogy and folklore truth is presented 
as the race saw it in its childhood. 
History teaches what can be done. 
In fact in all literature, thought will 
and 
feeling is reproduced and is 


therefore instructive. 


In these and in many other ways 


the Indirect Method seems to be the 
better method to bring out the latent 
powers of the child. But the indirect 
method is not without its drawbacks. 


Children do not always grasp in- 


tuitively the lesson when it is indi- 
rectly given. A child's mind is like 
a rubber ball,—it is here, there and 
everywhere. That is true very often 
even of adults! 
The intuitions of 


?ome children are dull and their 
minds do not se.e a point when it is 
made by the indirect method. It may 
even be difficult for them to see the 
truth after it has been taught direct- 
ly. In such a case the lesson is either 
poorh- taught or else the method is 
wrong. 


We have spoken of the opportunity 


which the teacher or parent has in 
giving moral instruction indirectly by 
example. A danger here gives rise to 
an issue. Seeing a parent do a cer- 
tain thing may often cause the child 
to follow his example by doing the 
same thing. The child must learn to 
discriminate. Lack of discrimination 
is the cause of many a "Why?" and 
"How's come?" Why does not the 
parent go to bed at seven o'clock 
too? Why can't a son smoke a cigar 
if his father does? Here is a danger 
when one teaches indirectly by ex- 
ample. The direct method is neces- 
sary in such a case. 


In teaching, then, an instructor 


should not confine himself strictlv to 
either the direct or the indirect meth- 
ods. Life is too varied to hold to one 
entirely. Both methods would grant 
that the impressions made should 
have expression. Each pupil, in the 
ideal school, would be studied as a 
separate personality.

he 


lacks and wherein he excels would 
thus be found out and the proper 
method be applied to his case. That 
method may have to be changed with 
new experiences. 
At no time should 


the individual be compelled to adapt 
himself to a set and arbitrary- meth- 
od of the teacher.

danger of committing the "psycholo- 
gists's fallacy." To find out the needs 
of each pupil a monthly meeting of 
parents and teachers would be of 
great value. At these meetings all 
children should be conspicuous by 
their absence. Teachers should talk 
to parents about the good and bad 
qualities of their children. And it is 
bad pedagogy to have children about 
when you discuss their strong and 
weak points. Unless you discuss the 
children's needs your 
parent-teach- 


ers' meetings are of little educational 
value. 
Home training can aid the 


teacher in deciding whether a moral 
lesson should be given by her di- 
rectly or indirectly. 


The object of all education and 


training is to make the pupil virtu- 
ous. Studying a catalogue of virtues 
like those which Dewey and Clark- 
have planned will never alone gain 
this desired end. Virtue is not divisi- 
ble into many virtues(Socratcs"). "The 
virtues in a schedule arc abstract 
qualities of the will, not concrete so- 
cial purposes." (CoeX If bv anv

PROCLAMATION Oil LOYALTY 


WHAT CONSTITUTES TRUE AL- 
LEGIANCE TO UNITED STATES. 


Provision* for Punishment of Trea- 


son and Defining What Treason 


Consist* In. 


The proclamation follows: 
"Whereas, all persons in the United 


States, citizens as well as aliens, 
should be informed of the penalties 
which they will incur for any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the United 
States. 


"Now, therefore, I. Woodrow Wil- 


son, 
President of the United States, 


hereby issue this proclamation to 
call especial attention to the follow- 
ing provisions of the Constitution 
and the laws of the United States: 


"Section 3 of Article III of the Con- 


stitution provides, in part. 


Treason against the United States 


shall consist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 


Provision* of Criminal Code. 


The criminal code of the United 


States provides: 


Section I. Whoever, owing allegi- 


ance to the United States, levies war 
against them or adheres to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort 
within the United States or else- 
where, is guilty of treason. 


Section 2. Whoever is convicted of 


treason shall suffer death; or. at the 
discretion of the Court, shall be im- 
prisoned not less than five years and 
fined not less than $10,000; to be levi- 
ed on and collected out of any or all 
of his property, real and personal, of 
which he was the owner at the time 
of committing such treason, any sale 
or conveyance to the contrary not- 
withstanding; and every person so 
convicted of treason shall, moreover, 
be incapable of holding any office un- 
der the United States. 


Section 3. Whoever, owing allegi- 


ance to the United States and having 
knowledge of the commission of an\r 
treason against them, conceals, and 
does not, as soon as may be, disclose 
and make known the same to the 
President or to some Judge of the 
United States, or to the Governor or 
to some Judge or Justice of a par- 
ticular State, is guilty of misprision 
of treason and shall be imprisoned 
not more than seven years and fined 
not more than one thousand dollars. 


Section 6. If two or more persons 


in any State or Territory, or in any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States, conspire to over- 
throw, put down, or to destroy by 
force the Government of the United 
States, or to levy war against them, 
or to oppose by force the authority 
thereof, or by force to prevent, hin- 
der or delay the execution of any law 
of the United States, or by force to 
seize .take or possess any property 
of the United States contrary to the 
authority thereof, they shall each be 
fined not more than five thousand 
dollars, or imprisoned not more than 
six years or both. 


Definition of the Courts. 


The courts of the United States 


have stated the following acts to be 
treasonable. 


The use or attempted use of any 


force or violence ogainst the Govern- 
ment of the United States or its mili- 
tary or naval forces: 


The acquisition, use or disposal of 


any property with knowledge that it 
is to be. or with intent that it shall 
be. of assisance to the enemy in their 
hostilites agains the United States. 


The performance of any act or the 


publication of-statements or informa- 
tion which will give or supply, in any 
way. aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the United States: 


The direction, aiding, counseling or 


countenancing of any of the forego- 
ing acts. 


"Such acts are held to be treason- 


able whether committed within the 
United States or elsewhere; whether; 
whether committed by a citizen of 
the the United States or by an alien 
domiciled, or residing, in the United 
States, inasmuch as resident aliens, 
as well as citizens, owe allegiance to 
the United States and its laws. 


"Any such citizen or alien who has 


knowledge of the commission of such 
acts and conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the officials nam- 
ed in section 3 of the penal code is 
guilty of misprision of treason. 


"And I hereby proclaim and warn 


all citizens of the United States, and 
all aliens owing allegiance to the 
Government of the United States, to 
abstain from committing any and all 
acts which would constitute a viola- 
tion of any of the iaws herein set 
forth.; and I further proclaim and 


am all persons who may commit ] 


such acts that they will be vigorously 
prosecuted therefor.

Ceorf* T. Him**, Venerable Citize* 


of New Oxford, Joint Majority— 
Wm. H. Taylor of Bendertville. 


Dr. Ezra S. Me«l». mayor of Har- 


risburg for a second time, and a na- 
tive of Adams county, died in the 
Harrisburg Hospital on Sunday in his 
(>5th year. Dr. Meals had been suf- 
fering for many months with Bright's 
disease. More recently gangrene de- 
veloped and last week he underwent 
ihe amputation of one of his feet to 
arrest the progress of the disease. 
This gave but temporary relief, how- 
'. ver, and he sank rapidly. Dr. Ezra 
5>. Meals was born at Bendersville, 
Adams county, July 28. 1851, a son of 
Samuel and Elizabeth Rice Meals. 
His father, Samuel Meals, spent his 
tntire life in his native township and 
was a 
blacksmith by trade. For 


twenty-five years he was justice of 
ihe peace. Dr. Meals received his 
i arly education in the public schools 
of Bendersville, later attending the 
Gettysburg Normal School and the 
Tyson Academy, of Fort Dale, Pa.
